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While in attendance at this school, SUBJECT initially received 
a salary of three hundred DMO per month. However, when the food rationing 
system was eliminated in the GDR on 1 June 1958, the monthly salary of 
| SUBJECT and the other students was raised to three hundred and ten DHO 
| per month, SUBJECT was paid each Saturday morning and usually received 


| FriedsfHutetz (phonetic), Schattel's secretary, SUBJECT always had to 
sign ‘a‘receipt for this money. MEYER normally received an average of 
fifty DMO per week since money was deducted for the supper meals that 
SUBJECT ate in the Clubhouse. In addition, one or two DMO was deducted 
each week as contributions to various unidentified agencies or welfare 
lcauses, In addition, Schattel deducted an average of fifty DMO per month 
| from SUBJECT’s pay and deposited it to an account that he had established 
for MEYER in-a bank in Bautzen. Schattel retained possession of the

SUBJECT was not placed under any restraint 
during this trip, which lasted from approximately 1000 hours until approxi- 
mately 1600 hours of the same day, nor was any attempt made to conceal 

the location of the GDR installation from SUBJECT. SUBJECT describes 

this installation as being a large, two~storied, stucco house located in 


| a compound which was surrounded by a high cement wall, Broken glass was 

| imbedded in the top of the wall, SUBJECT believes that this installation 

| i8 located on the shores of Kleiner Mueggelsee, on the peninsula 

| separating Mueggelsee from KleinerMueggelsee. The installation was 

| guarded by two Germans, both over 56 years of age and MEYER never saw | 

| any other guards in the vicinity of the installation. -After his return 

| to Bautzen, SUBJECT discussed this installation with several of the other 

| foreigners and MEYER is certgin that this is the same installation where 

| all defectors were formerly detained prior to being sent to Bautzen. 

| Sanders also indicated that this was the same installation and that it 
had not been used for that purpose for over @ yearo 


Upon arrival at the installation, SUBJECT was escorted to a 


‘| large bedroom on the first floor of the house. Sanders priefly con= 


versed with SUBJECT and stated that SUBJECT had been brought to East 
Berlin because Sanders’ superior was angry with SUBJECT. Sanders 


| explained that SUBJECT had not produced the reports that Sanders had 

| requested him to write and that his superior had therefore ordered 

| SUBJECT to be brought to East Berlin where he would be more readily 

| available to Sanders for debriefing. Sanders explained that he could 

| not apend all of his time going to Bautzen in order to visit SUBJECT. 

| Sanders then stated that he would see SUBJECT on the following. afternoon 
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and he left the installation. On the following afternoon, Sanders 
returned and directed that SUBJECT write an autobiography which would 
cover SUBJECT's life until he entered the military service, SUBJECT 

did not have to write this autobiography at this time, as Sanders 

stated that he would pick it up at their next meeting. The remainder 

of this interrogation, which lasted approximately twenty minutes, was 
again concerned with a discussion by Sanders of communism and of. life 

in the GDR. After Sanders had left, SUBJECT complied with his request 
and wrote a brief autobiography in longhand. However, since he had 
failed to list his military service from 1946 to 1947 in the auto- 
biography that he had written for Mister "X" in Bautzen shortly after 

his arrival, SUBJECT decided to continue this deception and conceived a 
false story which covered that portion of his life, SUBJECT was afraid 
that if the GDR authorities discovered a discrepancy between the two 
autobiographies written by SUBJECT, they would make an issue of this 
error, This deception was never discovered by the GDR authorities during 
| SUBJECT's stay in the GDR. 
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Sanders did not return until approximately eight days later 
j and during the intervening period, SUBJECT was left completely alone. 

[He was not given any material to read and his only form of amusement 

| was the radio which had been placed in his room in the day of his 
j arrival, SUBJECT was not restricted in his movements about the installa 
[| tion during the day. However, one of the guards was with him at all. 
times. At night, SUBJECT was locked in his room. His meals were given 

to him by the two guards in the installation. 


When he returned, Sanders interrogated SUBJECT regarding his 
knowledge of the CIC school at Fort Holabird, Maryland. As before, 
| Sanders only asked questions pertaining to the school curriculum, the 
training schedule, the names of the instructors, and the names of 
students who had attended the school with SUBJECT. Regarding the ss 
school curriculum, SUBJECT told Sanders that he had received training 
in typing and physical training and that he could not remember the 
names of the other subjects. SUBJECT insists that this is the truth 
because he had lost all interest in the school after his fifth week of 


of his instructors or classmates, again claiming that he had forgotten 
| theme SUBJECT also insists that this was an honest statement and that 
fhe has forgotten their names. Sanders was very disappointed at this 

| and asked several times for the names of SUBJECT's instructors. 
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SUBJECT believes that this item was the most important piece of informa- 
tion that Sanders was attempting to learn. SUBJECT was also asked how 
CIC agents are recruited and he told Sanders in detail how he had re- 
enlisted for the CIC in October 1955. He also explained that he did 
not. know any other methods of recruitments Sanders finally asked that 
SUBJECT furnish a sketch of Fort Holabird and a sketch of the school 
pbuilding at Fort Holabird. SUBJECT initially complained that he would 
be unable to furnish an adequate sketch of these installations, but 
finally agreed to do so when Sanders insisted. SUBJECT did not have to 
draw the sketch at this time as Sanders stated that he would collect it 
at the next meeting. The remainder of this interrogation, which lasted 
approximately two hours, was concerned with a discussion by Sanders of 
the advantages and opportunities available to SUBJECT through the school. 
system in the GDR. Prior to Sanders’ departure, SUBJECT gave him the 
autobiography that he had previously written. 


. SUBJECT personally believes that he did not give Sanders any 
information of walue regarding either Fort Holabird or the CIC. MEYER 
admits that he answered all of Sanders’ questions truthfully and to the 

i best of his knowledge. However, he insists that he was unable to answer 
most of these questions because he had forgotten the information, but 
further admits that, if he had remembered the information, he would have 


| undoubtedly told it to Sanders, SUBJECT never volunteered any information 


regarding the CIC and only answered those questions presented to him by 


| Sanders, SUBJECT was afraid that if he showed too great a knowledge of 
| the CIC, the GDR authorities might suspect that he was an informant for 
| the CIC, This interrogation was conducted in a very ineffectual manner 
1 by Sanders and he is described as being a wery poor interrogator. SUBJECT 


believes that Sanders was assigned to debrief SUBJECT only because of his 
knowledge of the English language and that if a more capable person had 
been available, Sanders would have been replaced. Sanders was apparently 
not familiar either with the CIC school or with Fort Holabird in general, 
SUBJECT never noticed that Sanders ever referred to notes or to other 
reference material during this interrogation. He was apparently un- 
aware that the US Army Intelligence Center was also located at Fort 
Holabird, as he never asked any questions regarding this installation. 


| In addition, Sanders believed that Fort Holabird was one of the largest 
‘land most famous military posts in the United States, Sanders appeared 


to accept all of SUBJECT's answers and was satisfied with the explanation 


| that SUBJECT had forgotten much of the information pertaining to Fort 
Holabird and the CIC, 
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Sanders did not return again for approximately seven days and 
during the intervening period, SUBJECT was again left alone and without 
any form of amusement, other than the radio. Sanders promised to bring: 
SUBJECT some English-language books, but failed to do so. During his 
next visit, which lasted approximately one hour, Sanders briefly in= - 
terrogated SUBJECT regarding his military knowledge and then requested 
that SUBJECT write an autobiography of his military service, to include 
the names of all of his former commanding officers, SUBJECT agreed to 
do this and typed a brief autobiography, consisting of approximately . 
two pages. SUBJECT again omitted the fact that he had served in the US 
Army from 1946 to 1947, but admits that the remainder of the auto— 
biography was factual. The only names of former commanding officers that 
SUBJECT placed in this document were the names of Captain’ (Eni) Brustman, 
his commanding officer while assigned to Service Company, 6th Infantry 

| Regiment, and Captain (fnu) Neal, his commanding officer while assigned 
to Headquarters and Headquarters Company, Third Battalion, 6th Infantry 
Regiment. SUBJECT was unable to recall the names of any other former 

\ commanding officers, . At this time, SUBJECT also gave Sanders the sketch 
j that he had drawn of Fort Holabird and of the school building on the post. 
j This sketch is described as having been very primitive and indicated ~-’™ 
| the locations of only the major buildings, such as the main barracks, 

the commissary, the school building, and the chapel, The sketch of the 

, school building, which SUBJECT had drawn on the same piece of paper as 
the sketch of Fort Holabird, was also very primitive and showed only the 
j outline of the building. SUBJECT was unable to furnish a more adequate 

| sketch as he had forgotten the locations of most of the installations — 

; and because he did not consider himself to be a good artist. MEYER 

| typed the identification of the various buildings on the sketch, When 

| he accepted this sketch, Sanders merely glanced at it and placed it in 
his briefcase without comment. The remainder of Sanders® visit on this 
occasion was again concerned with a discussion by Sanders of communism. 

| The majority of all of Sanders! interrogations were taken up with dis~ 
cussions and lectures by him of the advantages of communism and of life 
in the GDR and SUBJECT believes that these were attempts to politically 

‘| indoctrinate SUBJECT, After this discussion, Sanders departed, 
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SUBJECT remained alone in the installation until Sanders 

‘| returned approximately one week later, On this occasion, Sanders was 
accompanied by an unidentified German male, who Sanders introduced as 
his superior. This person could not speak English and Sanders acted as 
‘his interpreter, He is described as follows: approximately 50 years 
jof age, 5'9" to 5°11" tall, weighing approximately 185 pounds, dark brown 
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hair interlaced with gray, and a heavy beard, Sanders' superior was in 
possession of all of the personal documents which SUBJECT had with him 
when he entered the GDR in March 1958 and he began to interrogate SUBJECT

These classes primarily consisted of lectures by Noack, although propaganda 
movies were occasionally shown to the students. In addition, Noack 
occasionally read the students articles from the "Neues Deutschland", 

the official organ of the SED (Sozialistische Einheitsparted Deutschlands = 
Socialist Unity Party of Germany). Noack used no notes or other 
reference material during his lectures and knew the subject very well. 

He had a great liking for the many political siogans which are found 
throughout the GDR and continually used these slogans in his lectures. 
Noack was very prejudiced in his support of communism and made no attempt 
to present the subject from an objective viewpoint. Asa result, he and 
SUBJECT became engaged in some long and violent arguments regarding 

some of the claims that he made, Noack indicated that SUBJECT should 
never argue, but that he should accept everything that he was told 
regarding communism. However, SUBJECT considered much of the information 
presented during these classes to be absurd and felt that an intelligent 
person could never believe all of it. SUBJECT continued to argue with 
Roack and as a result, relations between the two men became very strained 
and unfriendly. Noack made several statements during his classes which 
were definitely anti-American in nature; however, SUBJECT does not 
believe that Noack possessed any personal hatred of the American people 
as he had occasionally expressed an admiration for them. SUBJECT and 

Lee both objected to many of Noack’s statements regarding the United 

| States. Two of these statements which SUBJECT recalls are: "Many 

people in the United States are starving" and "Factories in the United

-p¥{¢¥ to coming to the GDR. SUBJECT was never a member of any organization 


while in the GDR, including the Freier Deutscher Gewerkschaftsbund (Free 
German Trade Union), nor were any attempts ever made to coerce SUBJECT in 
any manner to join any organization in the GDR. Shortly after MEYER's 
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arrival, Manfred Noack invited him to take the test for the "Bronzen 
Sportabzeichen" (Bronze Sport Medal), a GDR award given to those persons 
who successfully pass a series of physical tests. SUBJECT declined to 
take this examination because he had no interest in athletics. If he 
had passed this examination, SUBJECT would have received twenty DMO in 


addition to the award itself. 


SUBJECT never acted as an informer for either the MfS or for 
Schattel during his. stay in the GDR. However, MEYER does admit that he 
was approached by Mister "X* to act as an informer, This incident 
occurred shortly after SUBJECT’s return from East Berlin in May 1958. 
Mister "X" contacted SUBJECT in the clubhouse and asked whether SUBJECT 
would be willing to report on the activities of Arthur Boyd, Raymond 
Hutto, and Clifford Murphy to determine whether they were "working 
against socialism, peace, and freedom", Mister "X" stated that if SUBJECT 
would occasionally report the activities of these persons or of any of 
| the foreigners whom he suspected of working against the GDR, he would 
\ receive a monetary reward. Mister "X" stated that this reward might 
\ be as much as one hundred DMO, MEYER replied that he did not know any- 
i thing regarding the activities of these persons and declined the offer 
of Mister "X" because he did not want to work as a spy among the 
foreigners in Bautzen. Mister "X" accepted SUBJECT’s refusal and made 
ino attempt to force him to work as an informer. Mister "X" warned SUBJECT 
| not to mention their conversation to anyone, but did not require SUBJECT 
| to sign a statement in which he promised not to discuss this’ incident. 
| SUBJECT disobeyed the instructions of Mister "X" and told several of 
| the foreigners about the proposal of Mister "X". However, he was never 
| reprimanded or punished for this actions 


SUBJECT was initially satisfied with his life in Bautzen and 
had not considered returning to US control in the immediate future. 
SUBJECT spent most of his spare time in the clubhouse, where he read 
extensively. He occasionally visited various bars and restaurants, 
usually the "Goldene Loewe" and the “Weisses Ross". MEYER often went 
alone to these places, since he had no particularly close friends or 
i associates in Bautzen, other than James Downie, a British defector. . 
SUBJECT did not drink to excess while in Bautzen. He did not have a 
girl friend. While in the GDR, SUBJECT never attempted to communicate 
| with his family in the United States for personal reasons. He never 
| received any correspondence from his family and he believes that they 
| never learned of his defection to the GDR. _ 
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SUBJECT began to become dissatisfied with his life in the GDR 
while he was being held in the GDR installation in East Berlin. He 
objected to the treatment that he received in this installation, primarily 
the fact that he was locked up and the fact that Sanders never gave him 
any books to read. SUBJECT felt that his previous conduct in Batuzen 
did not warrant this treatment. The next factor which helped SUBJECT 
to decide to return to US control were the classes on communism that 
he recéived in the Sonderschule der Internationalen Solidaritaeto SUBJECT 
continually argued with Wolfgang Noack regarding the material presented, 
much of which SUBJECT describes as being absurd. SUBJECT claims that’ he 
finally decided to leave the GDR because he does not consider himself to 
be a hypocrite and knows that he could never pretend to believe in 
communism. Sometime in June 1958, SUBJECT approached Wolfgang Noack and 
asked that he be returned to US control. Noack replied that SUBJECT 
would have to submit a written application for permission to return. 
SUBJECT then submitted a typewritten letter in the English language 


| which stated in substance that he wanted to be returned because he was 


miserable and unhappy. During the next two or three weeks, SUBJECT 
submitted nine or ten more of these requests. He gave all of these 

\ requests to Schattel, who then allegedly forwarded them to the Ministeriun 

ij des Innern (Ministry of the Interior) of the GDR Government. MEYER 
believed that by submitting several of these requests in a short period 


f of time, the GDR authorities would be more likely to take action on 


his requests. However, during the remainder of his time in the GDR, 


| SUBJECT: never received an answer to any of the requests that he had 
1 submitted. Since he did not receive official permission to return 

| from the GDR Government, SUBJECT decided that he would. attempt to 

| return without permission. “ Therefore, on 14 July 1958, SUBJECT left 


Bautzen in an attempt to return to US control in West Berlin, 


AGENT'S NOTES: It is believed that SUBJECT has not told the 


|| entire truth regarding his activities while held at a GDR installation 


in East Berlin from April to May 1958. MEYER probably revealed much 
more about the CIC school at Fort Holabird and about the 6th Infantry 
Regiment in Berlin than he has admitted, but is concealing this fact 
because of fear of punishment by US authorities. SUBJECT was very 


| reticent about discussing this particular period of his activities in 
l the GDR, Attention is invited to SUBJECT's statement (EXHIBIT -“ _) 


wherein SUBJECT did not mention what information he told MfS at this 


ij installation, When this statement was being obtained from SUBJECT, he 
| refused to allow anything in the statement regarding this period, other 
than that he was at this installation and that he had been interrogated 
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four times, -SUBJECT’s reason for this omission was that he did not 
think it important and that this information would not help him in his 
defense when he is tried by courtemartial. SUBJECT also denied that he 
was ever a member of the FDGB while in Bautzen and claims that he was 
never asked to become a member. This statement may also be false, 

This belief is based on the fact that SUBJECT stated that if he had 
remained in Bautzen, he would have been given a free vacation at a resort 
on the Baltic Sea, The usual practice for the defectors in Bautzen, is 
that only members of the FDGB are given this vacation. However, it is 
quite possible that MEYER would have been asked to join the FDGB prior 

to being sent on the vacation. 2 
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On 25 July and 26 July 1958, Frank E. MEYER, Junior, Private First 
Class, RA 16227893, after having been advised of his rights under Article 
34, Uniform Code of Military Justice 1951, was interrogated regarding 
the circumstances surrounding his return to US control, MEYER stated in 
substance: 
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After having submitted several written requests to GDR (German 
Democratic Republic) authorities that he be permitted to return to US 
control and not having received an answer, SUBJECT decided to attempt 
to return to US control without permission. On Saturday evening, 12 
July 1958, SUBJECT met an unidentified German national in a bar, name 
unknown, in Bautzen (vs6070), GDR. This person stated that he intended 
to drive a truck to the Soviet Sector of Berlin (yv9220), Germany, on 
the following evening, 13 July 1958. SUBJECT believed that this would 
be a good opportunity for him to leave and so offered the German twenty 
DMO (Deutsche Mark Ost - East German Marks) to drive him to East Berline 
The German accepted the money and agreed to meet SUBJECT the following 

evening at 2200 hours at a point in Bautzen. On the following day, 
SUBJECT visited the home of, James Downie, a British defector in Bautzen, 
and his paramour, Margaret} ottschalk, He told Downie and Gottschalk 
about his plans to YrétuYi; but never mentioned his intentions to another 
person in Bautzeno 4

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SUBJECT arrived at the cheduled meeting place with the Cerman 

i national prior to 2200 hours, 13.MJuly 1958. However, the driver failed 

| to appear and at approximately 0100 hours, 14 July 1958, SUBJECT decided 
that he would attempt to return by train to West Berlin. He then walked 

| to the railroad station in Bautzen. Instead of purchasing a ticket to 
Berlin, SUBJECT only bought a ticket to Dresden (¥s1156), GDR, as he 
believed that his purchasing a ticket to Berlin might make the ticket 
seller suspicious, who would then notify the police. In addition, SUBJECT 
believed that if he was apprehended by the police in Bautzen, they could 
not accuse him of trying to escape, but only of illegally going to Dresden, 
SUBJECT boarded the train to Dresden without incident at approximately 
0340 hours, 14 July 1958, and arrived in Dresden at approximately 9700 
hours 14 July 1958 After eating breakfast in the Dresden railroad 

j station, SUBJECT purchased a ticket to Berlin for twenty DMO. He then 

j sat down in the station as the train was not scheduled to arrive for 

{ approximately two hours.

= A few minutes later, a member of the GDR transport police 
| approached SUBJECT and asked for his identification document. SUBJECT 
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showed his Aufenthaltserlaubnis fuer Auslaender (Residence Permit for 
Foreigners) (EXHIBIT_-.__) to the policeman who examined it and stated 
that it was not valid for Dresden. . SUBJECT now believes that the ticket 
seller in the Dresden station from whom he had purchased the train ticket 
to Berlin became suspicious of SUBJECT because of his poor German and 
reported him to the police. After examining MEYER's identification 
document, the transport policeman escorted SUBJECT to the office of the 
transport police in the railroad station, where he attempted to question 
SUBJECT regarding his presence in Dresden. However, MEYER speaks very 
poor German and the policeman did not speak English. SUBJECT stated that 
he was in Dresden to visit “the Ministeriun” (Ministry), referring to the 
MaI (Ministerium des Innern - Ministry of the Interior), the GDR ministry 
which is apparently responsible for all administrative matters pertaining 
to the foreigners in Bautzen. The policeman indicated that he was 
familiar with this agency and a short while later, SUBJECT was driven to 
the local office of the MdI, located at an unknown address in Dresden. 
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At. the Madi, SUBJECT was questioned by an unidentified German 
official who is one of the two MaI officials who periodically visit 
\ Bautzen and listen to the personal problems of the foreigners. SUBJECT 
| explained that he wanted to return to US control and that when he 
received no answer to his official requests to be returned, he had decided 
i to return without permission. MEYER again asked that he be permitted to 
|! return, The MaI official refused this permission and stated that SUBJECT 
| was to be returned to Bautzen. At approximately 1100 hours, 14 July 1958, 
two unidentified agents of the MfS (Ministerium fuer Staatssicherheit ~ 
| Ministry for State Security) arrived at the MdI and escorted SUBJECT to. 
l an unidentified MfS installation located in a residential district of 
| Dresden. The location of this installation is not known. At this 
installation, SUBJECT met the unidentified MfS agent from Bautzen who is 
apparently responsible for the surveillance of the foreigners in Bautzeno 
This person is hereafter referred to in this report as Mister "X", 
SUBJECT again demanded that he be permitted to return to US control and 
Mister "X" replied that SUBJECT must first return to Bautzen. MEY ER 
| stated that he did not want to return to Bautzen, but Mister "X" insisted 
l that he must. When SUBJECT again demanded.to be returned to US control, 
Mister "X" promieed that if MEYER returned to Bautzen, he would be per~ 
mitted to travel to Berlin and back to US control on the following dayo 
SUBJECT did not believe that this promised would be kept, but finally 
| agreed to return to Bautzen without further argument. Mister "X" and 
another unidentified MfS agent then escorted SUBJECT back to Bautzen, 
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Upon arrival in Bautzen, SUBJECT was taken to the Bautzen police 
station where he was turned over to the custody of the police. Mister 
"X" then departed and SUBJECT has not seen him since that time. A short 
while later, an unidentified police lieutenant and Wolfgang Noack, the 
director of the Sonderschule der Internationalen Solidaritaet (Special 
School of International Solidarity), arrived and began to question 
SUBJECT, Noack acted as interpreter for the police lieutenant. SUBJECT 
again repeated his demands that he be returned and Noack replied that it 
had been decided to permit SUBJECT to return to “the capitalist country 
and the capitalist army", but that this return would not be effected until 
a later date, SUBJECT reminded the two men of the promise made by Mister 
"xX" that SUBJECT would be permitted to return on the following day. Noack 
replied that Mister "X" did not have the authority to make such a promise 
and indicated that MEYER would not be able to return on the following 
@ayo Noack also stated that since SUBJECT was to be returned, he would . 
receive no more support from the GDR Government, SUBJECT was then ordered 
to return to his apartment at Steinstrasse 14, Bautzen; however, he refused 
to go to his apartment and was finally permitted to sleep in the Haus fuer 
Internationale Solidaritaet (House for International Solidarity), Wallstrasse 
14. This installation is more commonly referred to as "the clubhouse", 
| SUBJECT explains his action in this incident as that he was merely being 
contrary and wanted to show Noack that: he could not be ordered to do 
everything that they wanted him to doo 
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Later the same day, 14 July 1958, Noack and Heinz Schattel, the 

| director of the clubhouse, summoned SUBJECT to Schattel's office, Schattel, 
| using Noack as an interpreter, severely reprimanded SUBJECT for his actions 
| and for his failure to cooperate with the authorities in Bautzen and 

i stated that SUBJECT would receive no more support from the clubhouse. 
Schattel further stated that SUBJECT had forfeited all of the money that. 
was due him from the clubhouse and that the money that Schattel had placed 
| in the bank for him was also forefeited, SUBJECT estimates that at this 
time, the clubhouse owed him approximately eighty DMO in pay and that he 
had approximately one hundred and twenty-five DMO in his bank accounts 
SUBJECT was also barred access to the clubhouse. SUBJECT surmises that 

by these actions, Schattel hoped that MEYER would be forced to cooperate 
with the GDR authorities. At this time MEYER was completely without funds 
| and was unable to buy any food for himself. However, James Downie, 4 

| British defector and SUBJECT's closest acquaintance in Bautzen, assisted 

| SUBJECT during this period by furnishing MEYER his supper meal each dayo 

| On Wednesday, 16 July 1958, Schattel again summoned SUBJECT to the club= 

| house and asked whether SUBJECT was willing to work so that. he could earn 
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some money for food, SUBJECT agreed, since he did need the money and was 
finding it difficult to subsist on one meal a day. Schattel replied that 
a position had been obtained for SUBJECT at Werkstatt VI (Workshop VI) of 
the VEB (Volkseigener Betrieb - People's-owned Enterprise) Fortschritt in 
Bautzen and that Downie would escort him to work on the following morning. 
‘On Thursday, 17 July 1958, Downie escorted MEYER to the VEB Fortschritt, 
where he received a position as a mold cleaner. This work entailed ~ 
prinding the rough edges off of the various items cast in this factoryo 
SUBJECT was paid a minimum of 1.24 DMO per hour, but could earn more by 
exceeding his norm. Prior to starting work, SUBJECT was given a temporary 
identification document, which gave him access to the factory.s. This 
document is attached as EXHIBIT -«. . : oy 


SUBJECT only worked at thisfactory for two days, 17 July and 
18 July 1958, and explains that he worked very hard during these two days 
so that he would make a favorable impression on his superiors at the 
factory and on Schattel, On Saturday, 19 July 1958, SUBJECT was again 

summoned to the clubhouse. Schattel stated that he was very satisfied 

j with SUBJECT’s behaviour since he was returned to Bautzen and that he hoped 

| SUBJECT would continue to behave in the future. No mention was made of 

1 SUBJECT’ s returning to US control and SUBJECT did not ask Schattel since 

jf he had decided to again attempt to return without permission. Before 

| leaving, Schattel gave SUBJECT twenty DMO, explaining that this would help 
him until he received his first salary from the VEB Fortschritt. 


SUBJECT decided to make his escape attempt on Monday, 21 July 
11958, as the annual Sommerfest (Summer Festival) was being held in the 

j clubhouse on Sunday 20 July 1958, and if he failed to appear for this 
affair, he would be immediately missed. SUBJECT attended the Sommerfest, 

as did the majority of the other foreigners in Bautzen. Schattel was 

also present and gave MEYER ariother twenty DMO, apparently as an additional 
incentive. SUBJECT left the Sommerfest early and went home and went to bed, 
He awoke at approximately 0300 hours, 21 July 1958, and decided that this 
would be an ideal time for him to escape, SUBJECT planned to hitchhike 

to Berlin as traveling by train was too dangerous. He did not tell anyone 
of his intentions and left Bautzen at approximately 0400 hours, 21 July ‘1958. 


MEYER did not take the autobahn from Bautzen because it leads to 
Dresden, but instead walked along a highway, which directional sighs in-. 
j dicated lead to Berlin. SUBJECT was unable to obtain a ride from anyone 
fas the highway was relatively deserted and those vehicles that did. pass 
him, refused to stop and pick him up. At approximately 1300 hours,

Bautzen, On the outskirts of Hoyerswerda, SUBJECT met Charles}Wheatley, a 
British defector who was employed on a farm there. In answer’ ‘Go Wheatley's 
question, SUBJECT stated that he was returning to US control. SUBJECT then 
gave Wheatley the keys to his apartment in Bautzen and asked that he give 

‘| them to Downie. Wheatley agreed and SUBJECT continued his trip. MEYER was 
not afraid that Wheatley would report him to the police because Wheatley 
only came to Bautzen on the week-ends, SUBJECT continued to walk until he 
arrived on the outskirts of Senftenberg (vT3108), GDR, at approximately 1800 
hours, 21 July 1958 Senftenberg is located approximately fifteen miles from 
Hoyerswerda, On the outskirts of this city, SUBJECT obtained his first ride 
from an unidentified German} driving a truck, The man drove SUBJECT through 
Senftenberg and dropped him off where the highway. crossed the Dresden~Berlin 
autobahn, approximately five miles west of Senftenberg. SUBJECT then pro- 
ceeded north along the autobahn for approximately five miles, when he 
stopped at a combination gas station and restaurant. He waited there for 
approximately one-half hour and when he failed to obtain a ride, he resumed 
walking along the autobahn. 


SUBJECT arrived in Hoyerswerda (vS4799), GDR, approximately exten from 


SUBJECT walked all of that night and much of the following morning.

| When the work was completed, SUBJECT, who was very exhausted at this time, 

| asked whether he could ride with the bus; however, the driver explained 

} that they were driving in the opposite direction from Berlin, At approximatel 
the same time, a small German commerical truck stopped at the parking place 
| and SUBJECT approached the driver of this vehicle. MEYER identified him- 
self as an American and the driver, who spoke excellent English, offered to 
take SUBJECT with him to East Berlin. SUBJECT did not reveal that he 
intended to return to US control in West Berlin. During the drive from 
this point to East Berlin, the driver stated that he had been born in 
Germany, but. had resided in the United States from 1936 until he had been 
sent to Germany during World War II with the US Army. He claimed to have 
been a sergeant with an armored unit during the war and that he had been’ 
discharged in West Germany after the war at his own request, His wife, 

1 who was an American citizen, had joined him and he had allegedly then 

found employment with the Opel automobile factory in West Germany. When 

| he had an unknown disagreement with West German police officials, he and 

| his wife had fled to the GDR. They had been residing in Magdeburg (Pc8078),

he and his spouse had been American citizens, but had since become citizens 
of the GDR.

SUBJECT believes that this person mentioned his name, but is 
unable to recall it at the present time. This person was approximately 

29 years of age and claimed that he had resided ims Louisville, Kentucky, 
most of the time that he had resided in’ the United States.

English and seemed to be familiar with the United States, SUBJECT doubted his 
story, primarily because of his very pronounced British accent. Because of

l driver stopped at a GDR police checkpoint located in an unknown suburb of 
the Soviet Sector of Berlin.

The 
policeman asked for their identification documents and both persons 

| presented them to him. SUBJECT feared that the policeman would read the

undetermined business. After leaving the bus depot, the driver stated 
that he had time and would drive SUBJECT direct to the MdI in Berlin-~ 
Pankow (Soviet Sector). 


When a short distance from the Mdi building, SUBJECT stated that 

‘he would have to clean up first before visiting the office, since he needed 
a shave and was very dirty. The driver agreed and dropped SUBJECT at an 
unknown U-Bahn station in Berlin-Pankow, This station services one of the 
subway trains which travels between Bast and West Berlin. The driver, 

who appeared suspicious of SUBJECT’s reasons for coming to East Berlin, 
asked whether SUBJECT intended to enter West Berlin and SUBJECT replied in 
the negative, The driver then warned SUBJECT tm not ride on the S-Bahn 
trains, the inter-urban trains which service the Soviet and Allied Sectors 
of Berlin and the towns in the immediate area of Berlin, because they 
travel through West Berlin. Before leaving, the driver wrote the address 
of the MdI for SUBJECT on a piece of paper.

I was initially paid 500 East German Marks per month for attending 
this school and this was raised to 310 East German Marks per month on 1 June 
1958. 

On approximately 25, April: 1958, I was taken from Bautzen to a State Security 
house on HMueggel See, in East Berlin. I remained here until approximately 21 
May 1958. During this period, 1 was questioned four times. On approximately 
21 May 1958, I was returned to' Bautzen where I resumed classes at the school in 
the clubhouse. At this time, the classes on political geography were dropped 
and were replaced by classes on Marxism and Leninism.

FRANK ELMER MEYER, JR. was born July 15, 1930, 
at Neosho, Missouri. MEYER enlisted in the United States 
Army in Kansas City, Missouri, on October 13, 1955, and was 
assigned Army Service Number RA 16227893. While he was on 
duty with the United States Army in West Berlin, Germany, 
he fell asleep while riding on a train. When he awoke he 
was in the Soviet Zone. He was sent. to Bautzen, Germany. 
He was subsequently successful in escaping ‘to the United 
States control on July 22, 1958, at West:-Berlin, Germany. 
During interview, MEYER stated he was dissatisfied with 
communism and could never pretend to believe:in it. While 
in the Soviet Zone, he was questioned regarding his duty at 
Fort Holabird, Maryland, and he furnished the Communist a 


diagram of the school and of other buildings there. 


On August 29, 1958, he was sentenced by court 
martial to one year confinement at United States Disciplinary 
Barracks, New Cumberland, Pennsylvania, and was given a 
dishonorable discharge. In May, 1960, subject's father had 
subject committed to a mental hospital in Missouri where he 
remained until discharged in January, 1962. Subject has 
been employed as a Technical Trainee at the Camarillo State 
Hospital, since June 11, 1964. When interviewed by FBI Agents 
at his home, 377 Mc Fadden Street, Moorpark, California, 
on August 13, 1965, MEYER professed complete loyalty to the 
U. S. and stated that he is still employed by the Camarillo 
State Hospital.
